In a meeting with the commis- 
sioners and a committee from the 
grand jury the commissioners un- 
officially expressed themselves as 
approving a survey. 

Calling attention to appalling 
sanitation conditions in north Ful- 
ton county, the jurors said their 
survey disclosed septic tanks 
throughout the county are de- 
fective or overloaded and raw 
sewage is permitted to pass into 
the creeks and branches. 

Trunk line sewers must be com- 
pleted immediately so lateral lines 
can be installed to protect the 
health of congested rural areas, 
the presentments read. This indi- 
rectly called upon the city and 
county to settle their sewer main- 
tenance difficulties and supply 
sewage for the citizens. 


“Forceful Reason.” 


“The present difficulties be- 
tween the county-and city on the 
maintenance of the new sewage 
disposal plants is another forceful 
reason why the administration of 
the county and city should be com- 
bined,” the jurors declared. 

A sanitary tax or direct pay- 

ment by the county for garbage 
removal service was recommend- 
ed as was participation under new 
state law permitting the creation 
of a county planning board to sup- 
ervise developments in subdivi- 
sions. 
A larger and better equipped 
water plant and reserve, adequate 
to supply the water demands of 
the city and county, was advo- 
cated as attention was called to 
the number of applications for 
water service that the city is re- 
jecting. 

Pawnbroker Rules Urged. 
Deploring the prevalence of 
burglaries and thefts in the com- 
munity, the grand jury urged that 
pawnbrokers be forced to estab- 
lish ownership of property on 
which they lend money as well as 
the identity of the borrower. 
Stolen goods found in their pos- 
session “without just cause for 
such possession” should be a crim- 
inal offense, the jury ruled. 
“The prevalence of burglaries 
and thefts in any community de- 
pends largely on the ease with 
which the robber finds channels 
to dispose of stolen goods,” they 
said in condemning the operations 
of sgme pawnbrokers. This inves- 
tigation was one of the most thor- 
ough undertaken by the jury. 
Inspection of all jail prisoners 
for contagious diseases and segre- 
gation of those found infected 
was recommended. A special ex- 
amining physician or interne 
should be employed for this job, 
they said. With the increase in 
work of the probation office 
mounting monthly, the jury de- 
clared additional space must be 
provided for probation officers. 

New Schools Needed. 
Establishment of additional 
schools to care for overflows in 
congested areas was declared of 
vital necessity. A high school in 
the west side to relieve Fulton 
High, a high school to relieve Rus-| 
sell High, and an _ elementary 
school in the vicinity of Buckhead 
to relieve R. L. Hope and E. Riv- 
ers schools are needed, they said.

struction of a major war vessel. 

The ship went down at 9:45 
a. m., the Santander government 
announced, four miles off Cape 
Mayor in the Bay of Biscay in 
32 1-2 fathoms of water. 

Gévernment trawlers and the 
Insurgent destroyer Velasco were 
believed to have: rescued most of 
the crew, normally 854 officers 
and men. One hundred and ten 
were picked up by government 
fishing boats, and the Velasco was 
said to- have picked up officers 
and some men who jumped into 
the sea. There remained, how- 
ever, between 700 and 744 not 
specifically accounted for if the 
Espana were fully manned. 

Santander dispatches related 
that five government bombers put 
out to aid the British freighter 
Brora carrying food to Santander 
shortly before 9 a. m. 

The 16,140-ton Espana with her 
eight 12-inch guns ready for ac- 
tion was sent to aid the Velasco 
to keep the Brora from entering 
port, 

The government bombers cir- 
cled and at 9 a. m. scored-a direct 
hit amidship. With a hole through 
her bottom, the Santander reports 
said, the Espana settled quickly by 
the stern, took a list to starboard

Every dictator the world has 
ever known—whether in the tur- 
bulent. sovereignties of Latin 
America or in the more matured 
dynastiés of Europe—has always 
Claimed to be acting in secocdance: 
with “the will of the people.” 
When constitutions are scrapped, 
there is always a series of forms 
designed to justify the grabbing 
of power. Rarely is a constitution 
abolished without some sort of 
national decree or charter estab- 
lished in its stead, granting full 
authority to the head of the gov- 
ernment, 
What concerns every friend of 
human liberty, therefore, is not 
the legal phrases of a constitu- 
tion, but the spirit which moti- 
vates the people who support it. 
If they consent to the undermin- 
ing of a constitution; if they are 
indifferent to the gradual cur- 
tailment of their rights; if, in 
short, they do not care enotigh 
about -liberty to be vigilant about 
retaining it, then their passive at- 
titude brings dictatorship with in- 
calculable switness. 
To undermie our own consti- 
tutional systen, it isn’t necessary 
for leaders, wo have won the 
plaudits of thepeople, to announce 
from the houstops that they want 
to end the contitution. It can be 
done by flank attack, so gradual 
as to appear te convince the mass 
of voters whodo not think such 
things out for themselves that 
everything-is »eing done accord- 
ing to Hoyle—hat it is, indeed, the 
“will of the poeple.” 
For, after al, it is argued, do 
not the peoplht elect congress? 
And, hence, houldn’t congress 
have the rightto say what is or 
is not “the sugeme law of the 
land?” And hzen’t we a democ- 
racy as long aswe can change our 
congress everytwo years? This 
sounds so plawible in itself that 
unless you dele a bit below the 
surface, you d not perceive the 
insidious natur of the argument. 

What is a cnstitution? In its 
simplest definion, it a contract. 
Our federal castitution is the 
greatest contrat that the world 
has ever know whereby rights 
and liberties wre defined and 
methods specifid for their exer- 
cise.

There were ;:wo  parties—the 
people and thei government. 

Again, we my be misled by 
superficialities. Isn’t the word 
“government” ynonymous' with 
“people?” Isn’t t all the same? 
Hardly.

“The Nine Old Men”

Chapter VII. 


During those cold damp morn- 
ings when Hoover’s pal Harlan 
Fiske Stone got up at 6:30 to play 
medicine ball with the President 
of the United States, probably nei- 
ther of them dreamed that during 
a Republican national convention 
in Cleveland several years later 
Mr. Hoover was to thank God for 
the conservative majority on the 
supreme court which Justice Stone 
opposed, and inferentially damn 
his old medicine ball partner as 
among those who sought to bring 
grief and destruction to the nation. 

Nor, probably, did Herbert Hoo- 
ver realize, when he delivered that 
speech, that the old friend whom 
he reviled still remained just as 
good a friend, just as staunch a 
Republican as during the days 
when they played medicine ball 
together—which illustrates one 
great difference between Herbert 
Hoover and Harlan Fiske Stone. 
For the latter does not let his per- 
sonal likes or dislikes influence his 
judgment. After Mr. Hoover’s blast 
at Cleveland, Mr. Stone did not 
take from the prize position on his 
desk the silver medicine ball on 
which is inscribed the signature of 
the former President of the United 
States. Nor did he, during the days 
when case after case vital to the 
New Deal came before him, ever 
let the fact that he.was being 
urged as Republican nominee for 
the presidency influence his de- 
cision. Reports that he was defi- 
nite presidential timber were not 
mere whispers in those days. Va- 
rious emissaries high in Republi- 
can ranks came to him with what 
they said was a definite promise 
of nomination. 

No one who is human can turn 
down a_ suggestion of this kind 
without serious consideration, and 
Stone is very human. But what- 


ever his personal emotions may 


have been, no trace of them crept 
into his conduct on the bench. It 
would have been a relatively sim- 
ple matter for Stone to slip over 
to the conservative majority on 


one or two of the borderline cases. 


It would have been easy for him 


to pull the punches of his historic 
dissent on the agricultural adjust- 
ment act. Or it would have been 
easy not to have written the dis- 
sent at all. One or two slight shifts 
on his part might have enhanced 


his political position immeasur- 
ably, would have struck disas- 


trous at the New Deal, of much 


of which he definitely disap- 


proved. 


But Harlan Stone has worked 


out his own philosophy regarding 
the functions of the courts and the 
executive, and so he handed Pres- 


ident Roosevelt a better campaign 
document than even his famous 


brain trust could have concocted 


Casting aside all personal political 
ambition—if he ever had it—he 
declared: 

“The courts are concerned only 
with the power to enact oe 
:o ee 
the removal of unwise laws from 
the statute books appeal lies not to 
the courts but to the ballot.” 

And then, without looking at 
his colleagues who had so obsti- 
nately blocked the New Deal legis- 
lation, he said: 

“While unconstitutional exercise 
of power by the executive and 
legislative branches of the govern- 
ment is subject to judicial re- 
straint, the only check upon our 
own exercise of power is our own 
self-restraint. . . . Courts are not 
the only agency of government 
that must be assumed to have ca- 


pacity to govern.” — 
After that, all whispers of Jus-. 


tice Stone as presidential timber 


stooped. 
To those who were boosting 


him, it was a tragic blow. But 


they should have been prepared | 


for it. For Harlan Stone has been 
disappointing his old New York 
friends ever since he took his seat 
on the highest bench: To those 


who commuted with him every & 


evening to Englewood, N. J., 
where he ‘was a neighbor of 
Dwight W. Morrow, Thomas W. 
Lamont and other Morgan part- 
ners, and to those who knew him 
as a law partner of Herbert Sat- 
terlee, son-in-law of the elder J. 
v. Morgan, there was nothing in 
his make-up to indicate that he 
would become a traitor to his 
Harlan Stone in those days 
was considered a_ conservative, 
hard-working, solid sort of per- 
son, willing on occasion to cham- 
pion the rights of mankind, but 
safe. nevertheless.

The group included Herman Oli- 
phant, now counsel to Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, and 
Underhill Moore, now professor of 
j}law at Yale. The three.made up a 
hard = boiled, rough - and - tumble 
group of liberals who kidded Dean 
Stone incessantly about his Wall 
Street connections and undoubt- 
edly laid the foundation—though 
they never dreamed it at the time 
—for some of the most liberal 
philosophy ever to be handed 
dewn from the supreme court. 
Stone seemed to enjoy their com- 
peny almost more than that of his 
dilettante Englewood neighbors, 
a'though the professors always 
looked at him a little askance. 
They could not quite get over. the 
fact that he was a director in 
many of the big corporations 
whose practices they were always 
prating about, and the fact that 
sometimes he had defended such 
high-binders of finance as the 
Morgans. | 


One of these, subsequently air- 
ed in the senate, was a case in 
which the heirs of the late J. P. 
Morgan Sr., secured a writ of at- 
tachment against the mining prop- 
erty of Colonel James A. Ownbey, 
of Boulder, Col., alleging that they 
found in the dead Morgan’s as- 
sets claims against Ownbey for 
$200,168. In order to collect the 
alleged debt, Harlan Stone and 
Willard Saulsbury, attorneys for 
the Morgans, secured a writ of at- 
tachment against 3,000 shares of 
Ownbey’s stock in the Wooten 
Land & Fuel Company, a very 
valuable property.. No notice was 
given to Ownbey of the action, and 
when he learned of it in January, 
1916, he came to Wilmington, Del., 
where the company was incor- 
porated, only to find that Stone 
and Saulsbury had written into the 
decree a provision that it could 
not be set aside without a $200,- 
000 deposit by Ownbey. This the 
court granted. Ownbey, therefore, 
found himself unable to get the 
restraining order removed from 
his stock unless he put up $200,- 
000, and he could not put up $200,- 
000 for the simple reason that the 

organ’s shrewd attorneys had 
taken the precaution of throwing 
Ownbey’s Wootten Land & Fuel 
Company into receivership. Nat- 
urally, no bank was anxious to 
loan him money on the stock of a 
company in receivership. 

In various petitions to the 
courts, Ownbey prayed for a fair 
and full trial, but the supreme 
court of Delaware remained closed 
to him unless he first put up the 
$200,000. Eventually he got the 
supreme court of the United States 
to review the question of whether 
or not he was entitled to a hear- 
ing on the merits of the case, at 
which time Stone appeared for the 
Morgans and made a lengthy plea 
before his future colleagues to the 
effect that, if Ownbey wanted the 
case to be heard on its merits, all 
he had to do was put up the $200,- 
000 as the lower court had direct- 
ed. In the end, Justice Pitney 
wrote an opinion for the majority 
of the court citing the right to at- 
tach a defendant’s property under

ing for Stone and the Morgans. 
Chief Justice White and Justice 
Clarke dissented. 

As a result of all this, Stone’s 
professorial colleagues were so 
skeptical about his legal funda- 
mentalism and his social peram- 
bulations with the Morgans, the 
Morrows and the Coolidges that 
when he was elevated to the su- 
preme court one of them gave 
this introduction to Justice Bran- 
deis: “For 10 years, Mr. Justice, 
I’ve been trying to educate him

portant part in the education of 
Harlan Stone. But he «had a re- 
ceptive field in which to work. 
The most outstanding characteris- 
ic of Harlan Stone up to that time 
was a. broad, sympathetic under- 
standing of mankind. Had he shut 
his mind to all save one narrow 
vista as did-Van Devanter, had he 
come to the court unalterably 
prejudiced as did Pierce Butler, 
then no amount of teaching at the 
‘feet of those two great philoso- 
_phers, Holmes’ and _ Brandeis, 
‘could have saved him. But 
when Stone came to the bench he 
was still learning. That was in 
1925, and he was only fifty-three. 
Today at sixty-four he is still tol- 
erant, still open-minded, still able 
to learn. But in 1925 he was 
groping. When he became attor- 
ney general in 1924 supplanting 
the notorious Harry M. Daugherty, 
Stone did not immediately turn 
out the “Ohio Gang.” It was not 
until he had been in office some 
months that he ousted the red- 
baiting William J. Burns as head 
of the Bureau of Investigation and 
selected in-his place J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver. And it was not until approx- 
‘imately one year of feeling his way 
as attorney general that Stone was 
ready to open his guns against the 
aluminum trust for violation of the 
anti-trust laws—a move, inciden- 
tally, which caused his old college 
friend, Mr. Coolidge, to act with 
unprecedented alacrity in boost- 
ing him upstairs into the supreme 
court. 

It was typical of Stone, there- 
fore, that he should move cautious- 
ly when first he reached the rare- 
field heights of the Nine Old Men. 
It was said of him during those 
early days that he was “always 
right the second time.” His first 
reaction usually was toward the 
conservation of his Englewood- 
Wall-Street days. But his sturdy 
open-mindedness, his scrupulous 
fairness and broad humanitarian 
outlook eventually brought him 
round to the other side. ’ 

The fact that he was young, the 
fact that he developed slowly, 
made Stone all the more apt a pu- 
pil of Holmes and Brandeis. From 
the later he got his economic 
(Holmes sometimes could be an 
arch Tory when it came to fi- 
nance); ‘and from Homes he got 
philosophy. .. Stone’s 


‘ring as those of Brandeis when he 
_ wrote Other People’s Money many 
| years ago—a ring which Franklin 
Roosevelt re-echoed in his accept-

down especially hard on his old 
associates on.

the interests of others than those 
whose securities they control”; 


upon “those who serve nominally |. 


as trustees, but relieved, by clever 
legal devices, from the obligation 
to protect those interests they pur- 
port to represent”; and finally, 
upon “the towering edifice of busi- 
ness and industry .. . that seemed 
to be the impregnable fortress of 
a boasted civilization, but which 
has developed unsuspected weak- 
nesses.” - 
In these words are the sting of 
the old lash which Brandeis used 
to wield; now wielded with even 
greater sting in the clenched fists 
of a pupil sixteen years his junior, 
just as fearless, far more energet- 
ic. Brandeis is eighty now and 
fading, but he taught well. His 
pupile will carry on for many 
years to come.

AWARD AFTER DEATH 


GIVEN FOR HEROISM 


Woman Who Died Trying: 
‘To Save Girl in Carolina . 
- Accorded Honor. | 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 30.— 
(P)—The Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission awarded a bronze 
medal today in recognition of the 
heroism of an Augusta (Ga.) 
woman who lost her life in an at- 
tempt to save a girl from drown- 
ing. 

The medal went to William C. 
Garvin, of Augusta, in honor of 
his daughter, Miss Gwendolyn lI. 
Garvin, 25, who drowned June 
19, 1936, at Graniteville, S. C., in 
a futile effort to rescue 15-year- 
= Junita Hardy from a similar 
ate. : 

The commission’s report said 
Miss Hardy, swimming in eight 
feet of water in Ascauga lake, lost 
her hold on a cable and cried for 
help. 

“Miss Garvin,” the report stat- 
ed, “removed her skirt, waded 
from the bank and swam 45 feet 
to Miss Hardy, who was thresh- 
ing. Miss Garvin, whose health 
was impaired, tried to take hold 
of Miss Hardy, remained near her 
a few seconds, and then moved a 
few feet and floated motionless. 
A woman, carrying an _ inflated 
rubber tube, waded and swam to 
Miss Garvin, who was uncon- 
scious, and supported her briefly 
until others gave assistance; and 
she was taken to the bank. She 
could not be revived. Meanwhile 
Miss Hardy sank and was 
drowned.” 

The commission awarded 11 
other bronze medals today for 
acts of heroism, two each going 
to Texas, Pennsylvania, [Illinois 
and Ohio, and one each to New 
York, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia.

CUBA'S SUGAR BILL 
DEFENDED BY HULL 


Secretary Flays Proposed 
Act To Reduce Imports 
From Island. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(/) 
Secretary Hull, the administra- 
tion’s chief exponent of two-way 
foreign tradé, tried today to head 
off legislation that would reduce 
the amount of sugar Cuba could 
send to the United States. 

The state department head ap- 
peared before the house agricul- 
ture committee to urge that the 
share allotted the island republic 
under the expiring Jones-Costigan 
quota system not be reduced. 

Referring to a proposed reduc- 
tion in the Cuban quota, Hull 
said: 

_ “It is my frank opinion that this 
is a step backward.” 

Citing benefits of a_ reciprocal 
trade agreement with the island, 
he said trade between it and the 
United States had almost doubled 
since 1933. 

“This, in my opinion, represents 
business that is worth safeguard- 
ing,” he declared, after contending 
that Cuba’s ability to purchase 
American goods: depends largely 
on the amount of sugar she can 
send to this nation. 

Hull’s appearance’ came just as 
the committee neared a vote on a 
measure that would cut Cuba’s 
raw sugar quota approximately 
100,000 tons annually to meet de- 
mands of Louisiana and Florida 
cane growers for a larger share 
in the domestic market. 

Cuba’s quota this year is 1,922,- 
000 tons. 


GOVERNMENT TO BUY 


SURPLUS STORED FISH 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(/) 
The Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation announced today it 
would purchase 7,000,000 to 10,- 
000,000 pounds of surplus fish now 
in storage to alleviate surpluses 
affecting the fishing industry. 

The fish would be distributed to 
the states for persons on relief. 

Francis R. Wilcox, vice presi- 
dent of the corporation, and direc- 
tor of the Agriculture Adjust Ad- 
ministration marketing division, 
said the buying program would as- 
sist fishermen and improve mar- 
ket conditions so that returns from 
current catcnes would be increas- 
ed.

Returns This Year Com- 
pared to 1936. 


Tax bills were being mailed out 


the city tax assessors, and a rec- 
ord year for payments was pre- 
dicted. 

Nearly 15,000 more persons had 
made tax returns as the bills were 
sent out than had last year at the 
same time, tax assessors said, but 


some 20,000 or 30,000 more, at 
least, will be placed on the tax 
books before fall. 

Though the bills placed in the 
mail yesterday and today carry 
increased rates for ad“ valorem 
taxes and sanitary fees, Tax As- 
sessors J. C. Little, Leo Sudderth 
and J. Sid Tiller pointed out a 
considerable saving can be made 
by prompt payment. 

Taxpayers are allowed a two per 
cent discount from their total tax 
bill if they make payment at the 
city hall between May 1 and May 
15, when the first installment of 
all taxes is due. 

An interest rate of 7 per cent is 
charged on taxes after May 15. 
The assessors declared the bargain 
rate will save taxpayers many 
thousands of dollars if they pay 
in the time limit. 

Personal Property Unestimated. 


Though more returns have been 
made this year than in the same 
period of 1936, Little said, the as- 
sessors have not had time to esti- 
mate the amount of personal] prop- 
erty declared for taxation. The 
total has been anticipated at $105,- 
000,000 by the budget commission 
but whether the amount will be 
more or less cannot be known un- 
til late fall.

Sanitary fees totaling $487,129 
were included in the bills, repre- 
senting the regular $3 fee and the 
increase based on front footage 
units of 25 feet on all improved 
business and residential property. 
This item is an increase of $272,- 
288 over the 1936 sanitary tax to- 
tal of $214,841. However, the 1937 
amount is $117,000 less than the 
total anticipated when council 
adopted the new schedule. 

Atlanta will collect only a part 
of the totals, Little pointed out. 
He added that the percentage of 
collections has increased for the 
last several years, however. 

In 1936 the assessors collected 
all but 14 per cent of the taxes 
due, the uncollectable portion hav- 
ing been 19 per cent in 1935.

Kirsten Flagstad, prima donna 
of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, made her first appearance 
in Atlanta in concert last night at 
the Georgia theater. Since her 
debut at the “Met” two seasons 
ago she has received nothing but 
ovations wherever she has sung, 
and last night was no exception. 
The capacity house fairly worship- 
at her feet, and recalled her 
time and time again, giving her 
the biggest ovation this writer has 
heard any singer receive in At- 
lanta. 

I have used superlatives many 
times in describing a concert that 
I thought was extraordinary, but 
Madame Flagstad’s singing is such 
that words fail to express its 
beauty. I can tell you, however, 
that if you were not present last 
night, that you should immediately 
get a seat for tonight, for she gives 
a second concert (an entirely dif- 
ferent program) tonight at the 
same place, and if you don’t hear 
Flagstad you have missed one of 
the finest treats of your concert- 
going career, 

Graceful Poise. 


Madame Flagstad simply stands 
and sings. And by that I mean 
that there are no mannerisms 
present. There is no flaunting of 
the difficulty of the accomplish- 
ment that she is achieving. There 
is simply a lovely woman, stand- 
ing with graceful poise, and from 
her throat floats the most glorious 
of voices. The easy emission of 
those rich, powerful tones—she is 
distinctly a dramatic soprano—and 
the delicate shading of the caress- 
ingly soft ones, leaves one agasp 
at her skill. Her breath control is 
marvelous, and such a subordi- 
nated servant to her singing that 
you are not conscious of her 
breathing. And under her adroit 


artistic handling every song stands 


apart as an animated masterpiece. 

Madame Flagstad opened her 
program last night with a Strauss

But the possessor 
of small forest preserves cannot get this pro- 
tection. The government should step in and 
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UNITED STATES NEUTRALITY 

The compromise neutrality bill, passed by 
both houses of congress and only awaiting the 
signature of President Roosevelt to become law, 
while not as comprehensive as the measure 
first adopted, is a definite stride forward to- 
ward keeping this country out of future wars 
between other nations. 

It bans financial loans or the sale of muni- 
tions to belligerent nations from the United 
States. 

It permits the President, in his discretion, 


to forbid all forms of trade with warring na-. 


tions, except upon a ‘‘cash-and-carry” basis. 
This means that belligerents who would pur- 
chase goods in America, from any American, 
, whether private individual or corporation, must 
pay the actual cash and secure valid title to 
the goods before moving them and then can 
only ship them from an American port in their 
own vessels. 

' Lending money to belligerents, dealing in 
their securities or soliciting funds for them, is 
forbidden under the act. It also forbids Amer- 
ican merchant ships, dealing with any warring 
nation, to be armed. 

The bill removes many sources of possible 
involvement of the United States. As such, it 
is desirable. That it does not go far enough 
dis evident. The.modej law would serve no- 
tice, in unmistakable terms, upon the whole 
world that the only circumstances under which 
this country will resort to arms is when her 
territory is invaded by an armed foe. 

Unfortunately, the compromise neutrality 
bill does not go this far—but certainly it puts 
the world on notice, at least by inference, that 
we want nothing of their bickerings and fight- 
ings—and furnishes certain safeguards to pre- 
vent our being forced or led from that attitude. 


ADOLESCENCE AT THE BAR 


Always maturity and old age have been 
shocked at the practices of youth. Each suc- 
ceeding generation develops some new version 
of the old story of the wildness of adolescence, 
to shock its elders. Always young men have 
thought old men unwise, while old men have 
known young men are. 

Now comes the report of direful goings-on 
in automobiles parked outside eating empo- 
' yiums and tooting loudly for curb service. “Dis- 
graceful goings-on” in those parked cars, by 
boys and girls of 16 or thereabouts, are charged, 
and city council is asked to outlaw said curb 
service after midnight as a panacea for to- 
day’s evil.

Always, past, present and future, the right 
typé of youth may be trusted to behave itself, 
whether honking for curb service or talking in 
the home sitting room.

ordinances, state statutes, federal laws or the 


fulminations of the horrified. 
CONSERVATION OF OUR TIMBER 

The south today needs to emphasize con- 
servation of its timber resources more than 
ever. Now that the paper industry is develop- 
ing rapidly there is grave danger of depletion 
of our forests. 

Georgia needs to develop an intelligent 
forest conservation policy now—before it is too 
late. We should follow the example of some 
of the European countries—especially the 
Scandinavian nations—and provide that, for 
_ every tree the owner cuts, he must plant an- 
other in its place. 

Georgia still has immense wealth in its for- 
ests, even though Georgians have been very 
destructive in the past. It is reported that 
the timber development in Bartow county 
alone amounts to $180,000 annually. Now that 
the paper mills are coming to our very doors, 
our forest resources possess untold wealth. 

We must demand adequate protection also 
against fire. In too Many cases the owners

A NATION’S INGRATITUDE — 

Sergeant Dan Daly, “the fightingest man of 
the marine corps,” died this week. Sergeant 
Dan Daly, possessor of two congressional 
medals of honor and other decorations so nu- 
merous it took 24 hours to collect them all at 
the end, died as a night watchman of a bank. 
The man who had won more glory for his 
nation on the battlefields of the world than 
any other soldier who ever fought for the 


United States, in his old age had been glad to 


get that humble job, after a long period of 
heartbreaking tramping of the streets looking 
for work, only to find, apparently, that his 
deeds of valor meant nothing when his gov- 
ernment had taken his uniform away when he 
reached retirement age. 

In China they knew Sergeant Dan Daly. 
They remember his heroism as a soldier in the 
Boxer rebellion. In Haiti they still talk of Dan 
Daly, the hero who performed ‘deeds that 
would suffice for the glory of a lifetime to any 
other man, as a matter of the ordinary routine 
@ a soldier. 

From the halls of Montezuma to the shores 
of Tripoli, and in many another spot. where 
Uncle Sam’s marines have gone, they will al- 
ways remember the greatest fighter of them all. 

The story of America’s participation in the 
World War carries no finer individual record 
than that of Dan Daly. Wounded in the Ar- 
gonne, he fought for 15 days more before re- 
vealing his injury. Wounded he crawled over 
no man’s land and captured, single-handed, a 
German machine gun nest and 11 Germans. 
Wounded he scrambled out of the trenches 
and, waving his platoon to the charge, yelled 
“Come on, leathernecks! Do you want to live 
forever?” 

There have been other ‘soldiers who have 
performed, in their lifetimes, perhaps one deed 
comparable to those done by Daly. None, how- 
ever, had the courage to achieve those deeds 
plus the modesty to regard them as merely the 
duty of a soldier and the ability to survive to 
repeat them on another day. 

His country honored Sergeant Dan Daly 
with two Congressiona! Medals of Honor. He 
wore the Distinguished Service Cross, a Med- 
aille Militaire, a Croix de Guerre with palms 
and six campaign medals, besides innumerable 
other foreign decorations. i 

The only financial acknowledgment the 
United States gives to men such as Dan Daly 
is an additional $2 per month in army pay, to 
those who are awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor, which continues so long as 
they are in the service and which stops when 
they are retired. 

So, Dan Daly died a night watchman, 
with no tangible award from the nation he 
served so well, save. the small, regular pension 
he received after he was honorably discharged 
from the army he loved, at the mandatory re- 
tirement age. 

The United States spends annually many 
millions of dollars for pensions. But so far we 
have refused suitably to recognize in dollars 
and cents, as well as by decorations, the deeds 
of those who by their heroism and the offer 
of their lives, win the Congressional Medal. 

Surely such heroes should be given an in- 
come sufficient to live in dignity comparable 
to. their deeds for the remainder of their lives. 

When such a man as Sergeant Dan Daly 
dies a bank night watchman, the disgrace falls 
not on him, but upon the nation which fails 
to provide properly for those who have, all 
over the world, held her glory high.

CLIPPER ERA REBORN 
(From the Brunswick News.) 


If the old-time clipper ship -captains- would 
break off that pinochle game down in Davy 
Jones’ locker and come up to the surface of their 
favorite ocean, they would see something after 
their own hearts these days. 

For although the clippers have long since van- 
ished from the seas, the daring and romance for 
which they stood are living anew in the airplanes 
that are blazing the trails across the Pacific. And 
just as the clippers led America to one era of 
greatness on the ocean, these airplanes bid fair 
to lead her to another one. 

This tousle-haired Amelia Earhart has little 
in common with the old sailing ship skippers, 
who could spit to windward in a full gale, break 
a man’s jaw with a blow of the fist, and apos- 
trophize both the ship’s company and the ele- 
ments in a flow of invective never rivaled on 
land or sea. But she seems to be a chip from 
much of the same sort of block, none the less. 

Miss Earhart, to be sure, came to grief after 
finishing the first leg of her trans-Pacific flight, 
and had to postpone its completion pending re- 
pairs to her plane. ‘But the clipper captains fre- 
quently cracked up, too, and put into far-off 
ports for overhauling; and, besides, Miss Earhart 
isn’t doing it all these days, anyway—for the 
quiet, self-possessed chaps who take the big 'Pan- 
American flying boats to the islands down under 
aré playing the same game. | 

For the point of it all is that. this era of Pa- 
cific flights is once more showing us daring 
Americans taking out ships which are marvels of 


- beauty and speed to establish new trade routes,

It is true that something more than talk lay behind all these 
conference and gold rumors in circulation lately both here and 
abroad. It seems to be also true that State Secretary Hull, while 
denying the rumors, personally harbored hope that something con- 
structive could be accomplished internationally through the confer- 
ence medium. Mr. Hull lost the argument at the White House 
conference, as well as his hopes. 

The triplicate negative decision will be made public shortly in 
some affirmative way, possibly announcing a movement to forward 
personal contacts and co-operations between Mr. Hull and the prime 
ministers of the leading European nations. Or perhaps a safer way 
to say it is that Mr. Hull was designated to work out whatever is 
to be said as a result of the decision. 


DISCOURAGEMENT The reasons which caused the decision 
are not to be stated definitely. It is 


obvious, however, that our ambassador-at-large, Norman Davis, 
regardless of whatever personal hopes he may have developed in 
London, has been unable to inspire the President with any marked 
encouragement for the success of an economic or arms conference. 
At least, the President sees no reason to assume the responsibility 
for championing a conference, despite some official and much un- 
official pressure from Britain and some of the other nations. And if 
the United States does not champion a conference, of course, no 
one else will. 

It is the same old story. All nations want something out of a 
conference. None wants to give anything. France wants security, 
Germany credit, Britain a preferred pound, Russia protection, Italy 
more credit. And all want debt cancellation. If any of these na- 
tions is in a mood to make bona fide concessions, it has not yet made 
its willingness plain. And you may be sure they won’t. 

The history of modern conferences also is fresh in executive 
memory. When Uncle Sam played host before to the world, the 
nations came singing his praises. They ate his food, rejoicing that 
he was the savior of the world. Good will popped and bubbled 
like champagne. But when it was over, the discovery was made 
that some silverware was missing from the pantry.

Highest Mark Ever Report- 
ed Revealed in Bank 
: Review. 


A new high mark for March 
was reached in department store 
sales in the sixth federal reserve 
district last month, it was shown 


in the monthly review of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Atlanta, is- 
sued yesterday. 

The review indicated sales in 
this class of store over the district 
reached the highest level since the 
bank here began keeping records 
in 1919. 

Business activity as a whole in- 
creased substantially from Febru- 
ary to March, the bank’s monthly 
review showed and industrial ac- 
tivity increased in most lines. All 
trade and industrial figures com- 
pared favorably with March, 1936. 

States in this district include 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi and Tennessee. 

One-third Increase. 

“Department store sales increas- 
ed 31.1 per cent from February 
to March,” the. monthly review 
stated, “partly because of the long 
month and the earlier date of 


Easter. After adjustment for the 


number of business day and for 
the usual seasonal trend, including 
the earlier date of Easter, the daily 
average sales index rose 7.1 per 
cent over that of February, and 
was at the highest level for March 
of any year in the series (begun 
1919).” 

The review’ stated wholesale 
trade jumped 22.6 per cent in 
March over February, and bank 
debits to individual accounts in- 
creased 18.6 per cent in the same 
period. 

Building Active. 

Building permits in 20 report- 
ing cities in the district increased 
22.1 per cent from February to 
March, and were 15 per cent over 
March, 1936. Coal production in 
March declined slightly in Ala- 
bama, but increased in Tennessee, 
as compared with February, but 
both states were above March a 
year ago. 

Pig iron production in Alabama 
increased 2.1 per cent from Feb- 
ruary to March on a daily average 
basis, was 33.3 per cent higher 
than March, 1936, and at the high- 
est level in nearly seven years. 

Freezes Damaged Crops. 

Freezing temperatures during 
March damaged early vegetables 
and truck, peaches and other early 
crops, the review stated. Sale of 
fertilizer in the six states increas- 
ed substantially over March, 1936, 
and was greater than any month 
in recent years. 

Employment and pay rolls in 
the district showed a slight in- 
crease in February over January 
with pay rolls at the highest point 
in years.

SANITATION. 


The sewage conditions in the 
rincipal parts of the County were 
pected. In several places. in 
North Fulton County sewage con- 
ditions at the present time are a 
menace to the health of the resi- 
dents of those sections. Septic 
tanks in many places are defec- 
tive or overloaded, permitting raw 
sewage to pass into the creeks and 
branches. 

The Sanitary. Engineer of the 
County is thoroughly familiar 
with these dangerous places, and 
as diseases spread without respect 
to county or city lines, immediate 
steps should be taken to correct | 
the existing dangers. The Sani- 
tary Engineer stated that the elim- 
ination of these conditions was 
dependent upon the completion of 
the Metropolitan Sewer Program, 
which will afford an outlet for 
the sewage in these areas, and an 
agreement between the city and 
county covering maintenance. We 
realize that upon the completion 
of the trunk sewers, it will be

COUNTY ALMS HOUSE. 

The operation of the Alms 
House, together with the general 
conditions, was carefully investi- 
gated.

ROADS AND BRIDGES. _. 

After a general inspection, we 
find that the roads and bridges 
of the County are in good condi- 
tion and that they are being stead- 
ily improved. We recommend, 
however, that the S. A. L. Rail- 
way, Moore’s Mill Road Bridge, be 
replaced to remove dangerous 
hazard, and that a sidewalk be 
added to S. A. L. Railway, Pied- 
mont Avenue Bridge, for protec- 
tion of school children; that the 
road through old Campbell Coun- 
ty along Chattahoochee River be 
hard surfaced; that the Albert 
Bridge road, between Duluth and 
Cumming, be widened in certain 
places; that the Marietta road 
from end of car line to Bolton 
Bridge be repaired immediately; 
that the top soiling of roads be 
discontinued, and that crushed 
rock or gravel be used instead, 
due to the fact that it is more 
economical over a period of time. 

The road signs are a valuable 
improvement. The public is urged 
to assist in stopping the destruc- 
tion of these signs. When signs 
need repainting, we recommend 
use of best paint obtainable. 

The grading and paving of 
streets in new or undeveloped 
subdivisions should be discour- 
aged, as this work is a proper ex- 
pense on owners of property, and 
not of the taxpayers generally. 

PROBATION OFFICE. 

The records of this office show 
that 1,643 prisoners were probated 
during the year ended September 
30, 1936. The probation officer in- 
formed us that less than 15 per 
cent of these prisoners were re- 
peaters. 

Many indictments were returned 
by this Grand Jury against per- 
sons who had been paroled. We 
recommend that the cases of pris- 
oners who are serving second or 
third terms be carefully studied 
before the granting of a parole. 

We recommend that the office 
adjoining the probatior office, 
now occupied by’a clerk, be added 
to this department for use by the 
probation officer in discussing in 
privacy the business of his office. 


JUSTICE OF PEACE COURTS 
AND 


COUNTY REFORMATORIES. 

Fire-fighting facilities in the 
reformatories were tound to be 
inadequate. We recommend that 
this eouinment be repaired or im- 
proved. if recessary, so that the 
lives of the inmates and the prop- 
erty can be proverly protected. 
The eauipment should be given 


dition. 
SCHOOLS. 

A number of the schools were 
visited, ranging in location froin 
Alpharetta to Fairburn. We found 
the buildings, grounds and equip- 
ment in excellent condition in all 
schools visited by us. We were 
especially impressed with the 
good sanitary conditions, and the 
modern methods used in teaching. 

We find that the development of 
subdivisions adjoining the City of 
some of the 
schools to capacity,.and we be- 
lieve that this is one of the great- 
est problems confronting our 
school system at the present time. 
This is true especially at the E. 
Rivers, Fulton High, Russell -High 
and R. L. Hope Sehools. 

We were informed that the 
Board of Education is now making 
an effort to relieve this congest- 
ed condition in the schools by 
erecting three additional units to 
the present system. One is to be 
a senior high school located on the 
west side of the County to relieve 
Fulton High, a high school unit to 
relieve Russell High, and an ele- 
mentary school in the vicinity of 
Buckhead to relieve R. L. Hope 
and E. Rivers Schools. 

We are informed that the Coun- 
Commissioners have been § fully 
co-operating with the Board of 
Education in the upkeep of the va- 
rious school playgrounds. There 
are, however, some of these 
grounds badly in need of repairs. 
Peachtree Creek is causing a 
cave-in at the rear of the play- 
ground at the E. Rivers School, 
and we believe that this. should 
have attention without further de- 
lay. Other grounds that need re- 
pairs are located at R. L. Hope, 
Chattahoochee, Eastern and Mil- 
ton High, and we especially rec- 
ommend that the driveways and 
walkway at Fulton High be fin- 
ished and paved as soon as pos- 
sible. We recommend to _ the 
County Commissioners that they 
coniinue to co-operate with the

We inspected the conditions of 
the eight convict camps in the 
County.

COUNTY RECORDS AND 
REGISTRATION. 

The County records in the vari- 
ous offices were reviewed and in- 
spected by a committee from the 
Grand Jury. The records‘in gen- 
eral appeared to be’ well kept, and 
accurate. We wish to call atten- 
tion to the following conditions: 

TAX COLLECTOR: We are in- 
formed that the tax collector is 
under a $50,000.00 bond to the 
State and a $50,000.00 bond to the 
County. The law provides that 
thegollector shall make’each week 
a sworn statement to the County 
authorities and to the State Comp- 
troller General of all taxes col- 
lected during the week, paying 
the County and the State their re- 
spective portions. The law fur- 
ther provides that if before the 
end of any week as much as 
$3,000.00 should be collected for 
the County or $5,000.00 for the 
State, such amount should imme- 
diately be paid over. We were 
informed that the required reports 
had not been made, but that 
weekly payments were being 
made at the present. Due to the 
fact that the tax collector’s office 
handles a large amount of cash, 
it appears to us that his bond is 
too small. We recommend that 
the weekly sworn reports be made 
and that the payments of cash 
— be made as required by 
aw. 
~The law requires the tax col- 
lector to file with each Grand 
Jury a statement of special taxes 
collected by him for the past six 
months. Such a list was not sub- 
mitted to us. 


_ORDINARY’S OFFICE: This of- 
fice has had a continual increase 
in its work, commensurate with 
the growth of the County, and in 
line with increases in the work of 
other departments of the County 
government. We were informed 
by the Ordinary, Judge Thomas 
H. Jeffries, that his office is per- 
forming the required services with 
only two clerks more than he had 
in 1915. The work is arranged 
so that less important details are 
attended to during spare timé. We 
wish to commend the ordinary for 
his economy and the efficiency 
with which he operates his office. 

SOCIAL DISEASES. 

The attention of this Grand 
Jury has been called to the prev- 
alency of social diseases in our 
County. The City of Atlanta 
maintains a hospital at 62 College 
Street for the treatment of vene- 
real diseases, both for the  resi- 
dents of the City and of Fulton 
County. Under the present ap- 
propriation clinics are held during 
the day with a limited force. The 
clinic hours are from 8 to 5 each 
day, on Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday, for the treatment of 
gonorrhea and on Monday and 
Wednesday for the treatment of 
syphilis. 

In order to better handle the 
problem of social diseases, there 
should be a night clinic, which 
would, of course, necessitate an 
additional physician, and addition- 
al nurses and orderlies. 

We recommend that the Com- 
missioners, and the County Health 
Department co-operate with the 
City and the State Department in 
combating these two diseases by 
conducting additional clinics in 
the City and the County. 


COUNTY PLANNING. 


_A- constitutional amendment 
will be submitted in the next gen- 
eral election empowering all 
Georgia counties having a popu- 
lation of one thousand or more 
to adopt zoning measures. 

Fulton County citizens should 
give careful consideration to this 
measure, because it will give to 
property in the County the same 
protection as that in the City of 
Atlanta. 

The appeal of tourists for prop- 
erly planned highways, beautiful- 
ly landscaped, should appeal to 
our civic pride. In this connec- 
tion, we wish to commend those 
civic organizations who are doing 
so much to develop and beautify 
certain plots and highways in our 
County, thus enriching the life of 
our community. 

We recommend to the Commis- 
sioners that definite steps be 
taken as soon as practical to es- 
tablish a planning commission 
for Fulton County to co-operate 
with the City and the State High- 
way Board. 

PAWNBROKERS. 

The prevalence of burglaries 
and thefts in any community de- 
pends largely on the ease with 
which the’robber finds channels 
to dispose of stolen goods. 

Whatever laws exist on our 
statute books do not appear to be 
sufficient deterrents to force all 
pawnbrokers to carefully establish 
the identity of borrowers and 
proof of ownership of goods 
brought to them. 

WE RECOMMEND —that the 
Burden of Proof of ownership be 
placed on the pawnbroker and 
that the license of a pawnbroker 
who does not require a borrower 
to satisfactorily establish his iden- 
tity and proof of ownership be 
revoked; and that whenever stolen 
goods are found in the possession 
of anyone unable to give good and 
just cause for such possession he 
shall be fined or otherwise pun- 
ished and forced to return such 
goods promptly and: without ex- 
pense to the rightful owner.

PARIS, April 30.—(UP)—Eight- 
een last-minute entries tonight 
apparently crushed American at- 
tempts to postpone the “Lind- 
bergh” New York to Paris air race 
this August on the grounds that it 
was “suicidal.” 

The entries brought to 22 the 
total number of planes expected 
to take part in the race. 

Three Americans were among, 
the late entrants. They were Hen- 
ry T. (Dick) Merrill, Eastern Air 
Lines flyer, who crossed the north 
Atlantic twice last fall; James J. 
Mattern, round-the-world pilot, 
and Joseph Thorne. 

The French government entered 
three planes and Italy entered 
nine. 

Four entrants who filed weeks 
ago were Amy Johnson, Britain’s 
greatest woman flyer; a Scottish 
aviation and_ engineering com- 
pany; P. O. Clouston, British fly- 
er, and Alex Papana, Rumanian 
stunt pilot. 

The air ministry, still consider- 
ing the possibilities of postponing 
the race in view of the bitter 
American denunciation of the con- 
test as a “publicity stunt which 
can serve no useful purpose,” said 
the “number of entries does not 
affect the decision.”

The Cain eye 
is just a bit misty as I recall our

small talk which passes for con- 
versation in our day, no banalities 
at all. When I distinctly heard the 
unmistakable sound of a cat 
stamping around on the pavement 
I raised my head and peered into 
the dawn. “Hello, cat,” I said af- 
fably. “How’s tricks?” 

Homer looked at me critically. 
He paused to take a sponge bath. 
Then he emitted a sound which I 
later came to recognize as a meow.

When 
you say ‘grrr’ do you possibly 
mean ‘meow?’” asked I meaning- 
ly. Homer understood and walked 
over my face lovingly. I was won 
to him. If Cain was to spend any 
more nights sleeping in the gutter 
I would have- company.

In fact, I may say 
that after Homer joined me in my 
ramblings about the place there 
was never a dull moment.

Proves Feline Mettle.

IRELAND PUBLISHES 
NEW CONSTITUTION 


‘Eirre’ To Be a 
Sovereign, Independ- 
ent State. 


DUBLIN, May 1.—(Saturday)— 
(?)—A new constitution declaring 
all Ireland a “sovereign, independ- 
ent democratic state,” was publish- 

ed early today by President Ea- 
monn De Valera, of the Irish Free 
State. 

Revolutionary in scope and hail- 
ed as a personal triumrh for De 
Valera, the document declares the 
“inalienable” right of the Irish 
people to choose their own form 
of government and provides for 
er of a president by direct 

vote 

The constitution, making no 
mention of Great Britain or the 
British King, designates Irish as 
the national language. Previous- 
ly, Irish and English has enjoyed 
equal status. 

Plebiscite in June. 

De Valera will offet the new 
constitution, designed to sweep 
away vestiges of British control, 
for ratification at the general elec- 
tions and a plebiscite expected late 
in June. . 

“The Irish nation,” the new con- 
stitution reads, “hereby affirms -its 
inalienable sovereign right to 
choose its own form of govern- 
ment, to determine relations with 
other nations and to develop its 
life, political, economic and cul- 
tural, in accordance with its own 
genius and traditions.” 

The second article proclaims the 
national territory as consisting of 
“the whole of Ireland, its islands 
and territorial seas.” 

“Eirre,” ancient name for Ire- 
land, is designate the official name. 
7-Year Term. 

The President would be elected 


for a 7-year term. He would be 
able to leave Ireland only with 
the people’s consent. 

The national parliament would 
be made up of the President and 
the two houses, dail and senate. 

Except in case of invasion, war 
could be declared only with assent 
of the dail. 


The constitution declares “no 
law shall be enacted providing 
for the grant of a dissolution of 
marriage.” Divorce in other states 
would not be recognized. 

Freedom of conscience and free 
profession and practice of religion 


is guaranteed.

N. J. Appeals Court Rules 
Against Her in Custody 


Case. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 30.—(A) 
Mrs. Mabel Eaton, deprived of her 
two children when chancery court 
held her to be an atheist,: Com- 
munist and unfit mother, lost her 
fight to regain them today for rea- 
sons “apart from the many ire 
relevant beliefs of the wife.” 

New Jersey’s highest tribunal, 
the court of errors and appeals, 
upheld the action of chancery in 
granting Warren P. Eaton, of 
Bloomfield, a divorce from his 38- 
year-old wife because of her “un- 
mitigated cruelty” and in award- 
ing him custody of the children 
because she was “not a proper per- 
son to be entrusted with their up- 
bringing.” 

Advisory Master Grosman, who 
heard the divorce case, ruled more 
than a year ago that the woman, 
now living in New York’s Bronx, 
“became a convert to Communism 
and atheism” and “seemingly 
missed no opportunity to revile 
God, Christ, the church, the Amer- 
ican system of government and 
standards of morals . .. in the 
presence of her children.”

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For Scientitic 


Study While Illi. 


Georgia Academy Medal Presented to Dean Leon P. 
Smith for Paper on Patination of Flints Which 
Changed Smithonian Opinions. 


MACON, Ga., April 30.—(P)— 
Dean Leon P. Smith, of Wesleyan 
College, has been awarded a medal 
by the Georgia Academy of Science 
for his paper on patination of 
flints: 

News of the award was given 
Dean Smith, who is a professor of 
chemistry and geology, as he lay 
seriously ill with a heart ailment 
at a private hospital here. 


Many months of research, dur- 
ing which Dean Smith studied 
5.013 flints, largely from the In- 
dian mounds in Ocmulgee fields, 
were done while he lay abed last 
year after a previous attack of the 
ailment from which he is now suf- 
fering. 

At the earlier period he was 
forced to remain in bed for many 
months. Often during those months 
he would carry his studies far 
into the night, or awaken at 2 or 
3 o'clock in the morning and meas- 
ure with calipers the patina along 
the edge of a flint he had sawed 
in two. | 

The paper he recently presented 
before the academy and later be- 
fore Macon groups, told how he 
had determined the age of flints 
from the amount of patination. He 
established the amount of patina- 
tion that accumulated each 300 
years to be .035 centimeter. 
this basis he set the time that In- 
dians lived here as 12,000 years 
ago. 

His findings on flints upset 
opinions of leading scientists, but 
were admitted as correct by 
Smithsonian Institution authorities 
who had contrary views previous- 
ly. The fact which his studies de- 
termined is that flints deteriorate

as do other geological formations. 
The amount of deterioration was 
measured after cutting the flints 
in two. 

Dean Smith’s paper is to be sub- 


mitted by the Georgia Academy in 
a four state competition at a later

METABOLISM OF THE GROUND 
HOG. 


Hedgehog is the European spe- 
cies of marmot. Ground hog is the 
American species, commonly called 
woodchuck. Candlemas Day, Feb- 
ruary 2, according to the tradition, 
the woodchuck emerges from his 
long winter sleep in quest of food 


or water or oxygen—all of which 
necessities of life have been pretty 
completely used up during the 
months of hibernation—and if he 
sees his shadow goes right back 
into his hole and resumes hiber- 
nating for a while longer. This 
tradition implies that the wise old 
woodchuck reasons that if he is 
still fat enough to cast a noticeable 
shadow enough nutriment remains 
available for several weeks more 
hibernation. 


However that may be, during hi- 
bernation the metabolism slows 
away down, the body temperature 
is lowered many degrees below 
normal, the breathing is very slow 
and shallow, and the pulse rate 
and circulation decrease in pro- 
portion. 


A hibernating hedgehog has 
been submerged in water 22 1-2 
minutes without injury, though 
when awake and active a hedgehog 
oe drown in three minutes or 
ess. 


Woodchucks lay up no store of 
food for the winter, but accumu- 
late a surplus of body fat, and this 
fat is the food they live on through 
the winter’s hibernation and also 
provides nourishment for the 
young born to the mother during 
hibernation. 

A German investigator, Nit- 
schke, made the interesting ob- 
servation that hibernation can be 
prevented by administering to the 
hedgehog a fair dose of vitamin D 
throughout the winter. The ani- 
mals so treated remained awake 
throughout the winter, continued 
to take food, maintained their nor- 
mal summer body temperature, 
while other hedgehogs not given 
vitamin D hibernated as is the 
family custom. 

Hibernation, involving lowering 
of body temperature, respiration. 
pulse rate and circulation, in short 
slowing of metabolism to a degree 
approaching suspension of anima- 
tion, is caused by diminution of 
thyroid gland activity. Vitamin D 
appears to activate the thyroid 
function sufficiently to pre vent hi- 
bernation. 

Nitschke further found that 
when there is decreased thyroid 
gland function the amount of iodin 
in the blood is below normal. In 
rickets, which we know is due to 
insufficient vitamin D, the blood 
iodin is always below normal. 
From these observations he inves- 
tigator infers that the wered or 
subnormal basal metabolism in 
rickets is due to decreased thyroid 
gland function brought about by 
vitamin D deficiency. 

Physicians today believe that 
all infants require a daily ration 
of vitamin D in one form or an- 
other, te supplement their food in- 
take of this vitamin which is in- 
variably deficient. I believe older 
children and many young adults, 
too. get insufficient vitamin D and 
suffer various functional and de- 
velopmental troubles in  conse- 
quence, of which, in adults, a kind

Hollywood Today 


By SHEILAH GRAHAM, 


HOLLYWOOD, April 30.— 
The old crazy days of in- 
stalling famous authors - and 
playwrights in fantastic Hol- 
lydood offices, paying them fab- 
ulous salaries and leaving them 
there to rot or expire, are defi- 
nitely over. Salaries are still high 
—the best earn from $1,000 to 
$3,000 a week—but screen writing, 
in line with everything else out 
here, is now a deadly serious and 
quite respectable business, 

It is no longer fashionable for 
writers to emulate the old-time 
escapades of Messrs. Gene Fowler, 
Charlie MacArthur and Ben Hecht, 
who showed their contempt for 
Hollywood by kicking producers 
out of their offices and hiring 
beautiful but dumb showsgirls to 
act as secretaries, dressing them in 
nightdresses, bathing suits and 
evening gowns, as the whim mov- 
ed them. It is no longer amusing 
or truthful to write plays reveal- 
ing the humiliation of the over- 
paid writer and describing his con- 
tempt for the film-making city. 

Most of the : old-time rebels, 
headed by George Kaufman and 
Moss Hart, joint lambasters of the 
Hollywood scene in the play ‘Once 
in a Lifetime,” are now living a 
large part of each year in Holly- 
wood—and just try prying them 
loose from the sunshine and swim- 
ming pools. I don’t think it can 
be done. 

Kaufman, anxious to return 
here, persuaded influential Holly- 
wood friends to induce Dr. Frank- 
lyn Thorpe’s attorneys to drop the 
warrant issued at the time of the 
Mary Astor diary scandal. His last 
screen writing assignment was the 
Marx Brothers’ film, “A Day at 
the Races.” He is currently prepar- 
ing a play in collaboration with 
Moss Hart for the Broadway fall 
season. As for Hart, he is so én- 
amored of Hollywood, he has pur- 
chased a home in Beverly Hills, 
and divides his time writing and 
playing tennis at the West Side 
Tennis Club. 

The changed attitude of authors 
is due to changed conditions in 
studios. Nowadays well-known 
writers are seldom brought to 
Hollywood unless there is a defi- 
nite assignment awaiting them. 
There is more co-operation be- 
tween writer and director. The 
writer is encouraged to submit 
ideas, and in some cases works on 
the set—as do Robert Riskin and 
Frank Capra, Howard Estabrook 
and Frank Lloyd. While it is still 
the custom to have several promi- 
nent writing names attached to the 
screen credit sheet of one picture, 
the practice of appainting one 
writer per film is growing. As a 
result, Hollywood has never been 
so full of literary lights. 


Recent arrivals who came for a 
look-see and will probably spend 
the next ten years here at least 
include Clifford Odets, youthful 
author of the New York group 
theater’s “Awake and Sing” and 
“Waiting for Lefty” (Hollywood 
chores—“General Died at Dawn,” 
“The River Is Blue,” currently 
scripting “Gettysburg”). Odets is 
now a family man—the missus is 
Luise Rainer—a double reason for 
staying “put” in Hollywood. 


Noel Langley, with two plays 
and best-selling novel—“Cage Me 
a Peacock’—to his credit, arrived 
here six months ago, talked con- 
tinuously of breaking his contract. 
I saw him at the preview of his 
solo scripted “Maytime.” “I’ve just 


bought a house in Beverly Hills 
and signed a new long-term con- 
tract,” he stated blandly. 

James Hilton, author of “Good- 
bye Mr.. Chips,” “Lost Horizon,” 
etc., came to Hollywood to script 
“Camille” for M.-G.-M. He likes 
the place so much, it is doubtful 
if he will ever return to his native 
England to live. 

P. G. Wodehouse, who once 
upon a time complained that he 
was paid $102,000 a year for sit- 
ting in a studio office and doing 
nothing, is now full of praise for 
the movie city. And this time is 
working hard on “Rosalie,” the 
ex-Ziegfeld musical comedy. 

John Van Druten, playwright 
for “Young Woodley,” “There’s 
Always Juliet,” etc., talks of tak- 
ing out Hollywood citizenship pa- 
pers. His latest scenario job is 
“Night Must Fall,” starring Rob- 
ert Montgomery and Rosalind Rus- 
sell, 

Edwin Justus Mayer, whose 
plays, “The Firebrand,” and 
“Children of Darkness,” set a seal 
of greatness on his writings, has 
lived here for 10 years now. His 
most successful job of scripting 
was “Desire” for Marlene Dietrich. 
He is now working on “Bucca- 
neer” for Cecil B. De Mille.

TIME TO MAKE YOUR FIGURE 
OVER. 

Pick up your hat... close up 
the flat... and get out and exer- 
cise. Keep your promise you made 
to yourself that when the warm, 
sunny days arrived you would get 
back in shape. 

The old-fashioned hardening-up 
process can’t be surpassed for re- 
making your figure. Dig in the 
garden, mow the lawn, play golf, 
or walk, to tone your muscular 
system and slim down without re- 
ducing. 

During the winter months when 
you hug the hearth, you soften up. 
Your muscles grow lax and lazy. 
As a consequence your curves run 
wild, and there are bulges and 
hollows instead of streamlines. 

Any activity that takes you out 
into the fresh air is spring tonic 
to nerves and muscles. You’ll ache 
for a time, but oh, how you'll 
sleep at night! Pushing the lawn 
mower takes every last muscle, as 
you will find out. This is an ex- 
cellent arm and shoulder exercise, 
for it takes to task those soft mus- 
cles on the back part of the upper 
arm. It also puts to work the mus- 
cles of the waistline, hips and 
tummy. Cutting the lawn really 
helps you to cut a fine figure! 

Spring is the time of the year to 
walk, so see that you walk 45 min- 
utes—well, all right, 30—every 
day. Set yourself a brisk pace and 
swing from the hips. As you walk, 
pull up with the lower abdominal 
muscles, up with the diaphragm, 
and up with the top of your head. 
You can’t hold your tummy in as 
you stride along, and you're not 
supposed to.

Start off with 10 
swings to each leg andj gradually 
increase to 50, then to 10 swings. 
Hold up with the lower abdomi- 
nal muscles to flatten the tummy 
with the same exercise. 


Of course, if you need to take 
off pounds as well as inches, you 
will have to subtract calories! The 
average person, however, will have 
a much better figure by toning 
the muscular system through out- 
door €xercise.
